MEDITERRANEAN FRUIT FLY 


CONTROL IN ISLANDS TOLD 


By J. L. MATTHEWS 


During a recent visit of some 


weeks to the Hawaiian islands, the 
writer was able to make an investi- 
gation, of the habits, injurious effects 
and possible methods of control of 
the destructive Mediterranean fruit 
fly. 
• This study was made possible 


thru the cooperation and assistance 
of H. F. Willard, entomologist for 
the United States department of 
agriculture, who has been located 
in the Hawaiian islands for many 
years, • and who is an outstanding 
authority on this insect. 
. The Mediterranean fruit fly is 
considered by those familiar with it 
to be the most destructive insect 
pest of tropical and sub-tropical 
fruits yet 
discovered. 
About 19 


years ago it reached Hawaii, the last 
line of defense for the vast fruit 
growing sections of California. 


The destruction caused by the 


Mediterranean fruit fly and the diffi- 
culty with which it is controlled arc 
greatly increased by the large var- 
iety of fruits in which it can live. 
It is a traveler that prefers warm 
countries and may arrive in a favor- 
able locality as a tourist soon to 
become a permanent resident that is 
very easily pleased with the food 
supply. In Hawaii it attacks and 
foods on 74 different kinds of fruit. 
Included in this number are all the 
fruits of economic value, excepting 
the pineapple. The peach seems to 
be the inoat preferred of any host 
of the fly in Hawaii. The eggs are 
laid while the fruit is still hard, and 
thruout its ripening period. Records 


of infestation of fruits in Hawaii, 
compiled from 8 to 10 years ago, 
showed that it was not uncommon 
to find an average of between 22 
and 23 maggots per peach in all 
peaches collected thruout the year, 
and over 90 maggots w§re even 
found in a single fruit. The attack 
on this fruit has been so severe that 
residents of Honolulu have destroy- 
ed their peach trees and it has been 
impossible to find peaches growing 
in Honolulu for the past six years. 
All of the other fruits of economic 
importance which are attacked are 
the orange, lemon, grapefruit, avo- 
cado, apple, Bartlett pear, mango 
and the coffee cherry. In fact, every 
edible fruit in Hawaii, excepting 
the pineapple, may serve as a host 
to the fly. 


Efforts at Arfteial Control 


Control of this tast under Ha- 


waiian conditions has been, up to 
the present, 
unsuccessful. Many 


measures have been tried, and while 
much benefit has resulted, more or 
less infestation can still be found 
in all species of host fruits. Shortly 
after the discovery of the fruit fly 
in Hawaii, a "clean-up-"' campaign 
was conducted over a period of sev- 
eral years, in and about Honolulu, 
which consisted of gathering and 
burning all infested fruits before 
maggots issued from them. This 
measure was a failure and largely 
because of the great number and 
variety of host fruits (notably the 


tguava) growing over large areas on

the outskirts of the city. Many of 
these wild fruits grow in places in- 
accessible to man and, consequently, 
furnish a breeding ground for the 
fly. from which large numbers of 
adults constantly migrate to the cul- 
tivated areas. 


Control T>y Parasites 


The use of natural enemies lias 


been the most valuable method yet 
used to control the Mediterranean 
fruit fly in Hawaii. In 191-J and 
1914 the territorial governmeat in- 
troduced three species of parasites 
from South Africa, and one from 
Australia. These parasites soon be- 
came established on all of the im- 
portant 
islands of the 
Hawaiian 


group. Comprehensive records' com- 
piled by the bureau of entomology, 
United States department of agricul- 
ture, each year since their introduc- 
tion, 
shows 
that 
they 
evidently 


reached their maximum 
efficiency 


about 19.17. During the succeeding 
12 years, they have killed approxi- 
mately 50 per cent of the larvae de- 
veloping in all fruits about Hono- 
lulu. 


The main reason they lutve not 


been able to control the fruit fly 
further is the method of attack by 
the three principal species, and the 
diversity of host fruits of the fly. 
The three species mentioned attack 
the maggot from the outside of the 
fruit by inserting the sting, thru 
the skin of the fruit and into the 
maggot, in which the egg [is laid. 
This egg eventually hatched into a 
minute larva that kills the /maggot 
before it 
can develop " int|o a fly,

The climate of Honolulu and the 
oast wide regions of Hawaiilin gen- 
•ral is very favorable to fruit fly 
ncrease. At Honolulu the tempera- 
ture rarely drops as low asl 50 de- 
•rees F., and then only forl a few 
lours during one or two nights in 
:he year. The daily range fin tem- 
icrature is small, averaging letween 
> and 11 degress, while the^normal 
monthly mean temperatures^ range 
aetween 70.9 degress F. in t»e win- 
:er and 79 degress F. in the slimmer. 
Biological work has shown thlxt even 
the lowest monthly means ou locali- 
ties up to 1500 feet clevatioln have 
little effect upon the fruit ftjy other 
than to retard somewhat .its Hevelop- 
ment. It is never cold enouih thru- 
out the coastal regions of ^Hawaii 
to render either the adults \ or the 
larvae inactive. There are «o per- 
iods of the year at any Hawaiian 
port when climatic conditions are 
unfavorable for profitable increase. 
Apparently these conditions vlo not 
prevail in California and wijth the 
rigid quarantine, it is hopekl and 
confidently expected that tihe fly 
will never gain a foothold fin this 
state.

Quarantine the Only Safeguard 
"Experience with the Mediterran- 


ean fruit fly, however, showd that 
when it becomes established ' in a 
country it is there to stay,'! is a 
statement made by Mr. Willard. 
Enormous sums of money have been 
expended in attempts to briijg it 
under control and, as previously1..stat- 
ed, in Hawaii has been to sonii> de- 
gree unsuccessful.

The cost of the quarantine to .Ha- 


waii has been a hardship for her 
fruit growers, and has curtailed, the 
development of certain lines of fruit 
growing where success was assured 
until the markets 
were suddenly 


closed 
by. the quarantine. Fruit 


growers in Hawaii know what the 
Mediterranean fruit fly can do,; and 
have met the conditions of the euar- 
antine cheerfully, with the full leali- 
zation of the protection it givi s to 
the vast fruit growing areas of the 
mainland. Should at any time this 
pest become established in Califor- 
nia, it is logical to conclude that all 
infested areas will be quarantined 
for the protection of non-infested 
parts. This, closing of all markets 
outside 
the 
infested 
area 
would 


cause far greater losses to the grow- 
ers than the actual damage of the 
fruit fly. The cost of the Hawaiian 
quarantine is negligible when the 
value of the fruit industry it pro- 
tects is considered, and every in- 
terested fruit grower in the coun-
